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DOES PROPERTY HAVE RIGHTS? 
One of the charg es frequently m ade by the 
so-called liberal ag ainst those who disag ree w ith 
him is th a t his op p onent is seeking to p lace 
p rop erty rig hts abov e hum an rig hts. In asser­ 
tions of this natu re he falls into the p op ular error 
th a t there is a distinct div ision between hum an 
rig hts and the so-called “rig h ts” of p rop erty. 
As a m a tter of fact, p rop erty has no rig hts. 
Most p rop erty is inanim ate of its v ery nature. 
For exam p le: an undiscov ered continent m ig ht 
be teem ing w ith oil, and tim ber, m inerals and fur 
bearing anim als, but the so-called p rop erty has 
no rig hts -of its own. It rem ains in its natu ral 
state until chance bring s the coming of m an. 
Then all thing s are chang ed. 
But w?h a t m an 
bring s w ith him are his hum an rig hts to dev elop 
and to own p rop erty. 
So there are no real p rop erty rig hts, only h u ­ 
m an rig hts. The m ost p recious rig ht which m an 
p ossesses is his sp iritual rig ht, the rig h t to wor­ 
ship God according to the dictates of his own 
conscience, to enjoy the freedom of his own soul. 
His next m ost p recious p riv ileg e is the rig ht to 
own his own body, to do w ith it as he will so long 
as he v iolates neither Div ine law nor th e hum an 
rig hts of others. 
Then the next rig h t which is p recious to him , 
the rig h t which shows th a t he is a civ ilized being , 
liv ing in a civ ilized com m unity, is the rig ht to 
own and to accum ulate p rop erty, to use it for his 
own g ood, for the g ood of his own lov ed ones, 
of his neig hbors and the com m unity. It is the 
enlig htened rig ht to earn and p ossess the m a­ 
terial blessing s of life, w hich the m isg uided “re ­ 
form ers” often m iscall the “p rop erty rig ht.” This 
is in fact one of the g reatest of hum an rig hts 
and m arks the difference between civ ilization 
and darkness, between law and anarchy, between 
p rog ress and decay. 
W hen a m an seeks for selfish p urp oses to incite 
those who, due often to their own lack of ini­ 
tiativ e or industry, hav e acquired no p rop erty of 
th eir own, to force the frug al and industrious 
m an to div ide w ith them the fruit of his labors, 
they usually talk about ‘ p rop erty rig h ts” and 
the necessity .to bend these to “hum an rig hts.” 
W hat they are really seeking to do is not to exalt 


hum an rig hts abov e any so-called p rop erty rig hts 
but to force a rediv ision of the accum ulated p rop ­ 
erty of the world, and this by no m eans in ac­ 
cordance w ith hum an rig hts. 


“ SANITY ON TIIE PRAIRIES” 
It is refreshing to rep ort th a t a t least one state 
has m anag ed to av oid the fallacy th a t th e way 
to create p rosp erity is to sp end billions on credit 
— credit which m ust be based on all th e sav ing s 
and w ealth, all the p rop erty, all the industries, all 
the earning s and other resources of the com m on­ 
w ealth. 
T h at state is Nebraska, w hich is described by 
W. E. C hristensen in an article in the New York 
H erald Tribune entitled “Sanity on the P rairies.” 
Nebraska has a new $10,000,000 cap itol — w ith­ 
out a p enny of debt standing ag ainst it. 
N ebraska has a sp lendid hig hw ay system — 
w ithout a sing le outstanding bond. 
N ebraska’s state tax, which p rov ides th e funds 
for sup p orting the state univ ersity, four norm al 
schools and all other state activ ities, has av erag ed 
less th a n two mills p er year during the last ten 
years. 
N ebraska has no state income tax, no sales tax, 
no nuisance taxes. The state h asn’t one cent of 
bonded indebtedness. T otal bonded debt of its 
9 3 counties, in July, 19 34, was but $6.247,000 — 
of w hich a sing le county, Doug las, accounted for 
$4.500.000, leav ing the sm all sum of $1,700,000 
ap p ortioned am ong the 9 2 rem aining county g ov ­ 
ernm ents.
